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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-20 are pending in the instant application. Acknowledgement is made to 
Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement submitted 12/13/01. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. *r 



1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 



alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ladin (U.S. Pat. No. 5,792, 090).. 

Ladin relates to the healing of surface wounds by applying an oxygen generating 
wound dressing. The wound itself is covered by an occlusive layer. The occlusive layer 
may be formed from hydrocolloids or gels, such as those listed on the list contained at 
col. 4, including guar gum (line 39) and polyacrylamide (line 42). The hydrogels can be 
formed by the copolymerization and crossling of hydrophilic and hydrophobic monomers 
(Id. at lines 47-54). The wound dressing contains an oxygen permeable membrane and 
an oxygen supply solution reservoir to receive an aqueous liquid. Preferably, the 
aqueous liquid contains hydrogen peroxide (Abstract). 

Ladin also teaches the treatment of surface wounds such as burns and scalds, 
and ulcers (col. 10, lines 48-57).

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Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 and 14-20, drawn to a matrix, classified in class 424, 
subclass 443. 

II. Claim 13, drawn to treating comprised tissue, classified in class 424, 
subclass 78.06. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process can be 
practiced with another materially different product, such as a product comprised of gum 
karaya or gum tragacanth and polyacrylic acid or polyethylene glycol. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
